PURPOSE 

The Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation of the State Teachers College, 
Fredericksburg, Va., a member of the 
Young Women’s Christian Associations 
of the United States of America and a 
participant in the World’s Student Chris- 
tian Federation, declares its purpose to 
be : 

We, the members of the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Association of Fredericks- 
burg, unite in the desire to realize full 
and creative life through a growing 
knowledge of God. 

We determine to have a part in mak- 
ing this life possible for all people. 

In this task we seek to understand Jesus 
and follow' him. 


1. Knowledge of God makes us become 
conscious of nature — Beauty. 

2. Knowledge of God gives us a sense 
of grandeur and purpose. 

3. Knowledge of God makes us try to 
love all people. 

How does one grow: 

1. Contact with others. 

2. Live yourself a full and creative life. 
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3. Do everything in a big, fine way. 

4. To make the life of one person full 
and creative is a worth-while life-task 
for one. 

WORK OF THE COMMITTEES 

In order for you to understand the 
different types of work for which the 
Y. W. C. A. is responsible in our col- 
lege, we will briefly outline the work 
done by each department. 

1. The Membership Committee. 

Motto: ‘‘Come unto me n 

It is the privilege of the Membership 
Committee to welcome the new girls and 
to help to make them feel at home in their 
new surroundings. In the course of the 
summer a letter, together with a hand- 
book, is sent to each prospective student, 
and then when school begins the girls on 
the Membership Committee and other 
members of the Cabinet are here to wel- 
come, personally, all of the new students. 
Look out for these Y. W. girls — their 
colors will be flying, and they want to 
serve you. For the first few days they 
will be regular walking bureaus of infor- 
mation, answering questions a new girl 
needs to have answered. These same Y. 
W. girls will also help you with your suit 
cases and show you the way to your room. 
Get acquainted with these girls; you will 
like them. 

Not only do this, but join the Y. W. 
We want you and need your help. 
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2. Devotional Committee. 

Motto: “Let my prayer be set forth 

as the incense and the lifting up of my 
hands as. an evening sacrifice.” 

It is the work of the Devotional Com- 
mittee of the Y. W. C. A. to arrange 
programs for the Sunday evening services. 
These programs during the past year 
were looked forward to each week as a 
source of much interest and pleasure. 
They were varied in nature, though al- 
ways holding to the underlying purpose 
of bringing spiritual help to the girls. 

Among these programs were special 
song services, pantomimes, plays, and 
pageants, musical programs, using the tal- 
ent of the students and that of the musi- 
cians in and around Fredericksburg, also 
speakers from Fredericksburg, and other 
places. These services constitute a regu- 
lar part of the Sabbath day, and one 
would feel the day incomplete without 
this half-hour together at its close, when 
the thoughts are turned to praise and 
worship of God and to the work and 
need of His people. 

3. Vesper Committee. 

Motto: “My house shall be called a 

house of prayer.” 

The duty of the Vesper Committee is 
to endeavor to make students realize the 
value of setting aside a certain part of 
each daj r for song and prayer. 

Vesper services are held every evening 
after supper in the Tea Room. This little 
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service lasts only a few minutes, but it 
means much to the girls. Each Sunday 
morning we observe Morning Watch with 
a short service to start the day right. 
These two services help to create a Chris- 
tian-like atmosphere each day in our 
school life, thereby fulfilling one of the 
purposes of our Association. 

4. World Fellowship Committee. 

Motto: “Then give to the world the 

best that you have, and the best will come 
back to you.” 

The World Fellowship Committee seeks 
to promote and ever encourage on the 
campus the spirit of brotherhood by help- 
ing the new' students to feel at home, mak- 
ing it a point to visit the homesick and 
having a smile in the darkest moments, 
thus forwarding an intelligent interest in 
world fellowship. 

The World Fellow'ship Committee leads 
in the observance of the World Week of 
Prayer in November. 

One Sunday evening in each month is 
provided for this committee to aid in 
broadening the knowledge of missions bv 
pointing out the needs of the whole world. 
The aim of this is to drive toward world 
fellowship. 

5. Campus Social Service. 

Motto: “I was sick and ye visited me.” 

(a) The work of the Campus Social 
Service is confined strictly to the campus, 
since we realize that there is enough 
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work for a full committee to do here. 
The true ideal of service is established 
among the students, and much good is 
done. 

The committee has charge of cheering 
the girls in the infirmary and furnishing 
them with magazines and flowers. It 
keeps posted a list of the girls who are 
sick so any student might write to them. 
The nurse works in co-operation with 
this committee. 

(b) The Bulletin Board. 

The Bulletin Board is on your right as 
you enter the Post Office. You just can’t 
miss it! Nor do you want to! On it you 
will find posters, announcements, clip- 
pings — well, in fact, everything that has 
to do with Y. W. 

If you are interested in lettering, draw- 
ing, or clipping bits of news, won’t you 
do us the favor (as well as yourself) to 
let us know? 

6. Music Committed. 

Motto: ‘‘Let us come before His pres- 

ence with thanksgiving. Let us make a 
joyful noise unto Him with psalms.’’ 

The purpose of this committee is to 
furnish appropriate music for every Sun- 
day evening service. At least once a 
quarter a special musical program is 
given, consisting entirely of music, such 
as violin, cornet, piano, and vocal solos, 
etc. All during the year, solos, quartets, 
duets, and trios are sung by members of 
the faculty or by musicians of the city. 
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7. Social Committee. 

Aim: 1'he betterment of school life 

and encouragement of those ideals which 
make for truer and nobler womanhood. 

The Social Committee has charge of all 
social functions carried on by the Y. W. 
C. A. during the college year. A get ac- 
quainted party is the very first social 
function of the year. This party aims to 
acquaint all members of the college with 
each other, both student and faculty 
members. 

There are other parties and stunts 
throughout the year. 

This Social Committee not only desires 
to make college life pleasurable to every 
one, but tries in every way to make our 
college a more worth-while and better 
place in which to live. 

8. Publicity Committee. 

Motto: “I will instruct thee and teach 

thee in the way that thou shalt go. I 
will counsel thee with mine eye upon 
thee.” 

Posters: 

The Publicity Committee is responsible 
for making posters for the Association 
meetings and services, and for the various 
departments as needed. This committee 
is more or less a part of every committee, 
as we co-operate with all of them in car- 
rying on their work. 
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9. Reporter. 

Motto: “They oroceeded to report in 

detail all that God, working with them, 
had done.” 

The aim of the Reporter is to keep the 
home and town people in closer contact 
with the religious and social life of the 
school. The Reporter sends to the town 
paper any news that is particularly in- 
teresting to outsiders. 

10. Finance Committee. 

Aim: “Not slothful in business, fervent 

in spirit, serving the Lord.” 

In explaining the work of the Finance 
Committee, aside from collecting and 
handling money, the committee connects 
our Student Association with the world 
Association by contributing funds for in- 
ternational Christian movements. An at- 
tractive benefit is given each year to raise 
funds to complete the budget. Fresh candy 
and peanuts are always on sale in each 
building. 

Slight changes are made in our budget 
each year as is found to be necessary. 

11. Librarian. 

Motto: “I had rather be a doorkeeper 

in the house of my God than to dwell in 
the tents of wickedness.” 

The work of this committee embraces 
not only the arrangement of the audito- 
rium in harmony with the evening’s serv- 
ice, but includes the distribution of the 
hymnals at our vesper services, and 
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the determining of the manner and 
scheme of decoration for any social func- 
tion, program or benefit sponsored by the 
Y. W. C. A. In short, the work of the 
committee is that which will help to in- 
sure the smoothness and success of any- 
thing which the Y. W. C. A. might attempt 
to do. 

12. Town-Girl Committee. 

Motto: “Through God we shall do 

valiantly.” 

This committee serves as a link between 
the day students and those on the campus 
inviting them to membership and service 
in the Y. W. C. A., representing their 
need and desires on the Little Cabinet, 
and making the Town-Girls’ Room as at- 
tractive and cheery as possible. 

FRESHMAN COMMISSION 

The Freshman Commission of the col- 
lege is a connecting link between the Y. 
W. C. A. and the Freshman Class. This 
Commission shall be composed of ten girls 
selected from the ten discussion groups 
formed at the beginning of the year, and 
shall organize in the same manner as the 
big Y. W. Cabinet. The president of the 
Freshman Class shall act as an ex-officio 
member of the Commission and in return 
the president of the Commission shall be 
a member of the Y. W. C. A. Cabinet. 

The adviser of the Commission shall be 
a junior or senior, preferably a senior, 
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and shall have had experience in Y. W. 
work on the Hill. She shall be appointed 
and serve as one .of the major members of 
the Y. W. Cabinet. Her duty does not 
stop with the Commission, but she shall 
act as a leader and guide the Freshman 
throughout the year and instruct them for 
future Y. W. leaders. 

BLUE RIDGE 

Blue Ridge is an ideal mountain spot 
near Black Mountain, N. C., which is the 
scene every summer of the Southern 
Student Conference of the Y. W. C. A. 

Every June, representatives from all of 
the Southern colleges gather there for ten 
days for the purpose of discussing and 
solving school and student problems. 

We put the girls first because (hey are 
first in our thoughts, but no less dear and 
just as important are the leaders and 
speakers of the conference. They solve 
your problems, individually and collective- 
ly; they advise you, inspire and give you 
some of their enthusiasm and force, and, 
moreover, they join in your recreation and 
play, and give you a chance for rea 1 
friendship with them. 

What else do we do at Blue Ridge? 
Well, there are so many things that you 
can hardly do them all. For instance, the 
swimming pool, tennis courts, basket-ball 
courts, countless hikes up the mountains — 
all provide wonderful afternoons of fun 
and frolic. 

Blue Ridge means more to those who 
have been there than they can ever tell. 
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It is a place where all are lifted in mind 
and spirit close to the spirit of God. His 
presence pervades all there, and we see 
more clearly than ever how He can be 
felt in all our work and play.

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THE HONOR SYSTEM 

In recognition of the fact that stu- 
dent self-government can be a suc- 
cess only through individual respon- 
sibility on the part of each student 
to uphold the highest standards of 
honor, the students of the State 
Teachers College at Fredericksburg, 
Virginia, in 1924 adopted in word 
and deed the Honor System as the 
controlling force in all phases of col- 
lege life. 

Every student upon entrance into 
this College for registration declares 
by that very act for a recognition of 
this system; for a consistent sup- 
port of its fine principles and stand- 
ards of behavior, and thereby pledges 
to keep faith with the Honor Sys- 
tem whose ideals can be made real 
only when a student personnel as- 
sumes the responsibility of keeping 
to splendid behavioristic standards 
believing in this ratio: That as the 
student is to the student body, so is 
the student body to THE HONOR 
SYSTEM. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

Student Government Association 

State Teachers College 

FREDERICKSBURG, VIRGINIA 
(Adopted April 9, 1924) 


ARTICLE I 
Name 

The name of this organization shall be 
“The Student Government Association of 
the State Teachers College at Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia.” 

ARTICLE II 
Purpose 

The purpose of this organization shall 
be to promote personal responsibility, 
loyalty and a high sense of honor in the 
individual, and to represent and further 
the best interests of the student body and 
the College by inculcating the underlying 
principles of self-government and democ- 
racy. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

Section 1. The membership of this As- 
sociation shall consist of all students of 
the College. 
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Sec. 2. Annual dues of the Association 
shall be one dollar for the winter session, 
or part thereof, 50 cents for the summer 
session. These dues for the regular ses- 
sion shall be included in the campus fee. 

Sec. 3. In accordance with the Honor 
System for which our college stands, each 
girl is expected to conform to the fol- 
lowing regulations — the regulations which 
constitute the basis of all Honor Systems: 

1. To abide by the regulations of the 
Student Government Association and the 
Administration. 

2. To uphold in every phase of college 
life the highest standards of personal 
honor. 

3. To accept —responsibility both with 
regard to personal conduct and conduct 
of others. 

ARTICLE IV 
Legislative Department 

Section 1. The legislative power shall 
be vested in the Association as a whole. 

Sec. 2. Regular meetings shall be held 
the first week of each month. Special 
meetings shall be called by the President 
at her discretion or upon the written re- 
quest of five members of the Student Coun- 
cil or twenty members of the student body, 
when it is deemed that an emergency 
exists. 

All students are required to attend these 
meetings unless excused by the President 
of Student Government. 

Sec. 3. (a) Quorum. Two-thirds of 

the members of the Association shall con- 
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stitute a quorum. (b) A majority of 
those present, provided there is a quorum, 
is required for the adoption of any legis- 
lation. 

ARTICLE V 
Executive Department 

Section 1. The executive power shall 
be vested in a Student Council of the gen- 
eral officers, the house presidents, and the 
class representatives. The Y. W. C. A. 
president, and the fire commander shall 
be ex-officio members. 

(a) The Student Council shall meet at 
least once a month at the call of the Presi- 
dent. She may also call a special meet- 
ing if necessary, or upon the written re- 
quest of two members of Council or upon 
the request of ten members of the Student 
Body. It shall hear, decide, and affix pen- 
alties for all cases of violations of Student 
Government Rules and Regulations and 
standards of conduct required bv the Col- 
lege except as stated under Rules and 
Regulations, Article 2, Section 1. (All 
outstanding cases of misconduct shall be 
referred to the Joint Council for final de- 
cision.) The Student Council shall also 
study the needs of the Association and 
map out a program of work for the year. 

(b) Anv student mav anpeal by right 
from a decision of the Student Council to 
the Joint Council. 

Sec. 2. Officers. 

(a) The general officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be a President, Vice-Presi-

dent, Secretary (preferably a commercial 
student), and Treasurer, chosen from the 
Junior or Senior Class. 

(b) Duties of officers. 

1. The President shall call and pre- 
side over all meetings of the Association, 
and shall be responsible for the organiza- 
tion of the incoming first class. She shall 
be in touch with the work of all lesser 
officers and shall stimulate them in their 
duties. She shall appoint all committees. 

2. The Vice-President shall assume the 
duties of the PresWUuit in her absence or 
at her request, and at 'drtwM^times fully 
co-operative with her in the perTor^ajince 
of her duties. 

3. The Secretary shall keep a record 
of all proceedings of the Association, the 
Student Council, Joint Council, House 
Council; also lists of all officers and com- 
mittees, and attend to the correspondence 
of the Association. 

4. The Treasurer shall collect all 
money due the Association, and expend 
the same. This is subject to the approval 
of the Association, and under the direc- 
tion of the President. 

Sec. 3. House Presidents. 

(a) There shall be a House President 
for each of the three dormitories, elected 
by the students residing in that dormitory 
from any class above the incoming first 
class. (Students expecting to change 
dormitories for the ensuing session shall 
vote with the students of the dormitory 
in which they expect to reside.) 
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(b) Duties of the House President. 
Each House President shall be responsi- 
ble for and seek to secure a spirit of co- 
operation in her dormitory by making the 
care, sanitation, safety and conduct of the 
dormitory a matter of interest and pride. 
She shall have general authority in the 
building, and shall also appoint a care- 
taker for the pressing room. The House 
President .also gives permissions concern- 
ing the spending of the night out of the 
home room. This officer shall appoint 
some one to serve in her absence, posting 
her door to that effect. The House Presi- 
dent shall call a regular meeting of the 
doimitorv once a month to discuss those 
things which make for the best conduct 
and environment possible, and shall plan 
and direct social activities of the dormi- 
tory. 

(c) All students are required to attend 
House Meetings. 

Sec. 4. Representatives. 

(a) There shall be two representatives 
from each class. 

(b) The duties of the representatives 
shall be to co-operate with the officers in 
carrying out the business of the Associa- 
tion. 

(c) ' The day students shall have a rep- 
resentative on the Student Council, who 
shall have power to vote on all matters 
except those concerning the home life of 
boarding students. This representative 
shall be elected by the same plan used 
for the election of the House Presidents 
of the dormitories. 
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Sec. 5. (a) Nominations for General 

Officers shall be made from the floor by 
the members of the Association; for 
House Presidents, by girls in their re- 
spective dormitories; and for Representa- 
tives, by the members of their respective 
classes. The names of these nominees 
shall be submitted to the Joint Council 
for consideration of their eligibility. 
Nominees approved bv the Joint Council 
shall be posted for forty-eight hours be- 
for the elections. 

(b) The nominations of officers listed 
above, Section 5 (a), when submitted to 
the Joint Council, shall have a maximum 
of five names, a minimum of three names, 
but in every case the number of nominees 
for each office approved by Joint Council 
must exceed by at least one the number 
of officers to be elected. 

(c) (1) All votes which are cast by 
secret ballot for the four major officers 
of Student Council shall be counted in 
the presence of the President, Vice- 
President, and Secretary of the Student 
Council with a representative of each 
class. 

2. In the case of class representatives 
the secret ballots shall be counted in the 
presence of the President or the Vice- 
President of the respective class and one 
other member of the class in addition 
to either a Junior or a Senior sitting on 
Student Council. 

(d) The presidents of the three classes 
— Sophomore, Junior and Senior — are to 
be elected during the Spring quarter, after 
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the main officers of the other major or- 
ganizations. 

(e) The President of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association shall he elected be- 
tween March 15 and April 1, the remain- 
ing officers of Student Council to he 
elected after the Presidents of Y. W. C. A. 
and the Athletic Association and the Edi- 
tors-in-Chief of the Battlefield and Bullet, 
provided that the remaining officers of 
the Student Government Association shall 
be elected by April 15. All officers here- 
tofore mentioned shall be elected by a 
majority vote. 

(f) The May Queen in addition to 
having those social graces which pertain 
to the position of May Queen shall also 
meet the same academic requirements as 
that of any other major officer. Her nomi- 
nation shall be approved by Joint Council. 

(g) A vacancy caused by resignation 
or removal from office shall be filled in 
the same manner as the resigned office 
was filled. The resignation of any Gen- 
eral officer, House President or Represen- 
tative may be requested by the joint Coun- 
cil or Student Council, provided she fails 
to perform efficiently the duties pertain- 
ing to her office, or because of misconduct. 

Sec. 6. Installation exercises shall be 
held as soon after the spring and fall 
elections as practicable, at which times 
the newly elected Council members shall 
subscribe to the following oath: 

“I do hereby solemnly promise to sup- 
port and maintain the Constitution of the 
Student Government Association of the 
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State Teachers College at Fredericksburg, 
and I pledge my best efforts to the effi- 
cient performances of the duties of- 

, of said Association, 

to which office I have been elected.” 

ARTICLE VI 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall 
be vested in a Student Council and a Joint 
Council. 

(a) Student Council. 

1. Composition. (See Article V, Sec- 
tion 1.) 

2. Duties. (See Article V, Section 1-a.) 

(b) Joint Council. 

1. The Joint Council shall consist of 
three Faculty Advisers and the General 
Officers of the Association. The Presi- 
dent of the College shall be an ex-officio 
member, without a vote, but with the 
power of veto. 

2. The Joint Council shall meet at the 
call of the chairman or at the request of 
any member to review the eligibility of 
nominees for all officers of the Associa- 
tion, including General Officers, House 
Presidents, and Representatives; to hear 
appeals; to decide outstanding cases of 
misconduct, or to take counsel touching the 
interests of the Association. 

3. The Faculty Advisers, one of whom 
shall be chairman of the Joint Council, 
shall be appointed by the President of the 
College, who will consider suggestions 
submitted by the Student Council. 
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ARTICLE VII 
Freshman Training 

Each year the period from the day of 
registration to November 1 shall be re- 
garded as a period of training and ob- 
servation for Freshmen and all other new 
students in the College. During this time 
all these students shall have no vote. No 
elections requiring the vote of Freshmen 
shall be held until November 1. 

All Freshmen, all students registering 
for the first time and all other students 
irrespective of classification who have 
not been in residence in the College dur- 
ing the preceding session, 1930-31, are re- 
quired to take Freshmen Training classes 
on the Handbook. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Rules and Regulations 

The rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the students under the Con- 
stitution shall be formulated by the Stu- 
dent Council, approved by Joint Council 
and adopted by a majority vote of the 
student body. 

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 

Amendments may be made to this Con- 
stitution in the following manner: Any 

student may propose an amendment. Such 
proposal shall be made in writing and 
submitted to the Student Council. If acted 
upon favorably by the Student Council, it 
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shall be referred to the Joint Council. If 
acted upon favorably by the Joint Coun- 
cil, the proposed amendment shall then be 
posted for one week, after which it shall 
be referred to the student body. If two- 
thirds of the students, provided a quorum 
is present, vote in favor of the proposed 
amendment, said amendment shall then 
become a part of the Constitution. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 
OF STUDENT GOVERN- 
MENT ASSOCIATION 

Students are on their honor to observe 
such regulations of their Student Govern- 
ment Association as will, from time to 
time, be made known to the Association. 
(Day Students are governed by the same 
rules as pertain to the Boarding Students.) 

The following Rules and Regulations 
formulated in accordance with Article IX 
of the Constitution, shall be effective after 
September 20, 1931. 

I. Regulations Relating to 
School Work 

1. Students shall be considered on their 
honor in all oral and written classwork, 
in all assignments, in the library, and in 
general use of College property. 

2. Any violations of the standards set 
up in No. 1 or of regular library regula- 
tions shall be considered a Student Gov- 
ernment offense. 

II. Regulations Relating to 
Dormitory Life 

1. House Council. Student Council has 
delegated judicial and executive author- 
itv to a House Council, an organization 
which is subordinate to Student Council. 
The dormitory life will be under the di- 
rection of the said House Council. 
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(a) Personnel of House Council: 

1. House President — Chairman. 

2. Vice-President of Student Council — 
Advisory Member. 

3. Representatives — One from each 

hall. 

(b) The House Council members are 
to be passed on by the Student Council. 
House Council members are not to be 
members of the Student Council. A 
minimum of 2 and a maximum of 4 are 
to be nominated for offices on House 
Council. The meetings are to be held at 
least once a month — special meeting to be 
called by the chairman. 

(c) Duties . (1) It shall create a finer 

spirit of consideration on the part of stu- 
dent for student and make for friendli- 
ness and helpfulness among the girls of 
the dormitory. 

(2) It shall hear and decide all cases 
of violations of dormitory regulations, and 
standards of conduct and affix penalties 
therefor. 

(d) Cases may be referred to the Stu- 
dent Council if the House Council deems 
it necessary, and a student mav have the 
right of appeal to Student Council. 

(e) All decisions of the House Coun- 
cil are to be posted on the second floor of 
the dormitory and the decisions of cases 
which have been referred to the Student 
Council shall be posted on the Student 
Government bulletin board. 

(f) House Council shall meet regular- 
ly on the second Tuesday of every month

at 7:15 P. M. — the place to be designated 
by the House President. 

The working of the House Council is 
experimental, and should it prove unsatis- 
factory it may be changed by the Student 
Council. 

2. Study Hours. Study hour shall be 
kept every night, except Saturday and 
Sunday. The study hour shall begin at 
7:15 and end at 10 :15. 

Study hour is held in the afternoon from 
3:30 to 5:30 P. M., before a Lyceum num- 
ber, and no provision is made for a stu- 
dent to substitute her night in town for 
the afternoon preceding the Lyceum num- 
ber or any other number requiring the 
attendance of students. 

All dormitories are to be governed by 
the same plan of study hour. 

3. No talking, loitering or studying in 
the hall or bathroom during study hour, 
or from 10:45 P. M. to 5 A. M., is 
allowed. 

4. Baths may be taken after 9 on the 
nights that study hour is kept. Girls must 
be quiet while taking baths from 9 to 
11 P. M. No baths may be taken before 
7 A. M. 

5. No musical instruments, including 
radio, is to be played for amusement 
either during study hour or between the 
hours 8:30 A. M. to 12:30 P. M., and 1:30 
P. M. to 4:30 P. M. This regulation does 
not pertain to Saturday afternoon. 

On Sunday victrolas may be used in tb° 
dormitory rooms and students may avail 
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themselves of the use of certain stipu- 
lated pianos in Monroe Hall — any piano 
in Monroe Hall, exclusive of the one in 
Room 8 and the Baby Grand. (Use of the 
piano in Room 8 comes under the juris- 
diction of Miss Eppes.) 

6. Recreation. From 10:15 to 10:45 on 
the nights that study hour is kept shall 
be considered a recreation period. Recre- 
ation period, 10:15-10:45, is withdrawn 
when a light extension is given. 

7. Quiet Hour. At 10:45 the quiet 
hour shall begin, after which each student 
shall be in her own room. From 10:45 
to 5:00 A. M., there shall be no visiting 
from one room to another, and there shall 
be no unnecessary noise. 

8. Lights Out. Lights shall be out at 
IIP. M., with the exception of those spec- 
ial occasions when the College requires 
students to be in attendance — such as 
lyceums and special lectures — and on those 
nights an extension of 45 minutes shall 
be given. 

9. Friday Night. This night shall be 
observed as any other week night, with 
the exception that study hour shall begin 
at 7:30. 

10. Saturday Night. On Saturday 
night there shall be no restrictions until 
10:45, with the exception that all visitors 
shall leave at 10 P. M. Students may 
spend the night out of their rooms on 
this night only, provided there are no 
more in the room than the capacity num- 
ber. If a student is spending Saturday 
night with another student, she shall con- 
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sider the latter’s room her own for the 
night, reporting there not later than 10:45. 
She may, however, spend the period 10:15- 
10:45 either in her own room or her 
friend’s room. When a student spends 
the night out of her dormitory she must 
check with her House President and check 
in with the House President of the dormi- 
tory she is visiting. 

11. Sunday Night. On Sunday night 
there shall be no restrictions until 10:45, 
with the exception that all visitors shall 
leave at 10 P. M. 

12. Cooking utensils or electrical de- 
vices must not be taken from the press- 
ing room. 

13. A student using the pressing room 
must sign her name and the hour when 
the room is used on the pad provided in 
the room. 

14. No dancing is permitted in the 
dormitory rooms, halls, or parlors. Pro- 
vision is made for this in the auditorium, 
gymnasium, tea room and open air pavil- 
lion. 

15. Students, however, are not to dance 
in the tea room on date nights. 

III. Regulations Relating to Class 
Organizations 

Membership in class organizations is 
optional. All class dues must be paid by 
November 15th, except those of the 
Freshman Class, which shall be paid by 
December 15th. Students who do not 
pav their dues by above dates are not 
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considered members of their respective 
class organizations; consequently they are 
not to be granted class privileges, such 
as voting, holding office, attending class 
meetings, class functions; nor will they 
be allowed representation in the Annual. 

Sophomore, Junior and Senior Classes 
may meet and organize prior to the ap- 
pointment of the Class Adviser, but the 
program for the year and the assessment 
of dues shall not be undertaken until the 
appointment of Class Advisers. The 
Freshman Class will meet and organize 
on November 1st. 

IV. Miscellaneous Regulations 

1. Students shall neither stand nor 
walk on the streets with young men; nor 
are they to sit with them in automobiles 
or public places. 

2. Students are not allowed to go to 
town on Sunday except to Sunday School 
and to church in the morning. 

3. Students are not allowed to go into 
stores, hotels or other eating places on 
Sunday unless by special premission or 
under special class privileges. 

4. Any boy who has been a party to 
the campusing of a student is off both 
the calling list and the riding list for the 
same length of time the student is cam- 
pused. 

5. Students are not permitted to spend 
the night or week-end in town except with 
members of the immediate family. 

6. Dining-Room. Juniors, Seniors, and 
selected Sophomores, after making up 
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their tables, will preside at those tables 
in the dining-room. The hostess may dis- 
miss her table (not individual students) 
at both breakfast and lunch. The dining- 
room is dismissed as a whole at dinner 
by the Dean of Women. Student teach- 
ers may leave the table at breakfast and 
lunch before the table is dismissed, pro- 
vided limitations in time make it neces- 
sary. 

7. Students may go to the Tea Room 
on any evening with an approved escort 
provided they have permission to enter- 
tain. 

8. Students shall be allowed to stroll 
on the campus with dates Sunday after- 
noon, and to stroll through, but not enter- 
tain in, the Open-Air Theatre Grove. In 
addition, they shall be allowed to enter- 
tain on the campus in the afternoon any- 
where within the area between Frances 
Willard, Virginia, Monroe Halls, and on 
the viaduct. 

9. Students are not to stroll beyond 
Betty Lewis corner at any time. 

10. Students may go — without hats — to 
the “Little Store.” They are not, how- 
ever, to go farther into town to reach 
this store than by the route down Wash- 
ington Avenue south to Commerce, and 
up Commerce to Barton, which is the first 
street on the right. (Barton Street which 
runs parallel to Washington Avenue leads 
by the High School.) No riding is al- 
lowed to or from the “Little Store.” 

Should students go farther into the 
business section than these boundaries it 
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becomes a trip to town; if they go farther 
into the country beyond the “Little Store” 
it becomes a rural walk necessitating a 
group of four. 

11. Students who have the privilege of 
going into town at night must be back on 
the Hill by 10:30 P. M., at which time 
every student must be in her own dormi- 
tory. No student is to unlock any door 
for a student out of the dormitory unless 
authorized by the Dean of women. 

12. Students spending Sunday in town 
must be in the dormitory by 10:30 P. M. 
If they are spending Sunday out of the 
city, or are away for the week-end, and 
are returning by auto, they must also be 
in the dormitory by 10:30 P. M. If re- 
turning by train, they are to return to 
the College by those trains which arrive 
about 10 P. M. — namely, the 9:50 P. M. 
from the South and the 10:25 P. M. from 
the North. No student will be allowed 
to come in by the 11:10 P. M. train from 
the North except by special permission 
from the Dean of Women. 

13. Upon returning from a holiday or 
a week-end by train, students may ride 
to the College only in a taxi or other 
public conveyance. 

14. Students wishing to leave the Hill 
for week-ends or Sundays must have 
written permission from parent or guard- 
ian, subject to approval by the Dean of 
Women. 

15. Alumnae of the College, former 
students of the College, and others who 
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are visiting this institution are expected 
to conform to its regulations and its so- 
cial standards. 

V. General Privileges for Entire 
Student Body 

Social Permissions. 

1. All students will obtain permission, 
verbal or by signing in the office of the 
Dean of Women, for the following privi- 
leges and for all privileges of a social 
nature : 

(a) Dinner in town, visits, drives, and 
all other social dates. 

(b) Students spending Sunday away 
from the College, whether in or out of 
Fredericksburg, must have the approval 
of the Dean of Women, and the student 
going away from the city must also have 
obtained permission, by letter, from her 
parent or guardian. 

(c) A student who spends the week- 
end away from the College must have 
not only permission from parent or guar- 
dian, but also the approval of the Dean 
of Women. 

(d) Any social dates other than those 
listed above are also subject to the ap- 
proval of the Dean of Women. 

2. Students are at liberty to go in to 
church on Sunday evening — upper class- 
men in groups of three; lower classmen 
in groups of four. 

Whenever a lower classman is in the 
group there must be four. 

3. A student may entertain on Satur- 
day evening and also on Sunday after- 
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noon until 6 P. M., provided the Dean of 
Women is previously notified. (See Class 
Privileges). 

4. Riding. No student is permitted to 
ride in an automobile, except as follows: 

(a) In a public automobile when hired 
for business use. 

(b) When accompanied by a member 
of the faculty. 

(c) When accompanied by a member 
of the immediate family. 

(d) Students may ride directly to or 
from town with approved boys or men. 
(This privilege is to the exclusion of both 
the town and campus high school boys, 
boys or men who have been refused place- 
ment on the calling list, boys or men who 
are on the black list and men — married or 
single — who do not meet the social re- 
quirements of the College.) Riding about 
town or out of the city limits is forbidden 
unless used as the upper-classman privi- 
lege or under special chaperonage. 

(e) A Freshman may ride to and from 
town before November 1st wh p n accom- 
panied by a Junior or Senior. After that 
date, when with one or more students. 

(f) No riding at night of any nature, 
pick-up or otherwise, except to and from 
such parties as mav be given to the Col- 
lege as a whole — Sunday school parties, 
Chamber of Commerce, etc. Students may 
ride with members of the faculty, how- 
ever, and with members of the family. 

(g) Riding with any one whom the 
College has refused its social courtesies, 
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or with any one whom the College con- 
siders undesirable, is forbidden. 

(h) No pick-up rides at any time while 
attired in knickers. 

5. Students may go for rural walks in 
groups of four either on Sunday after- 
noon or any other day. Students are not 
to wear knickers at any time on Sunday. 

6. The approval of the General Chair- 
man of the Student Activities Committee 
is required for all entertainments given 
by school organizations. 

7. All students must come to all meals 
with the following exceptions: 

(a) Every Student, irrespective of 
class, is permitted to cut Saturday and 
Sunday breakfast. 

(b) Box supper entails the checking by 
the student, in person, in her own dormi- 
tory with her house president, not later 
than ten minutes before warning bell. 

(c) All other meals taken out of the 
dining-room, except lunch in the tea room, 
require special permission from the Dean 
of Women. 

(d) Any student may take lunch in 
town in approved eating places or ap- 
proved homes. 

8. No student will be permitted to shift 
her class or cut a class to expedite Her 
getting away for the week-end; however, 
any student, irrespective of class, may go 
away for any week-end, provided it in no 
way interferes with her work, and pro- 
vided she is responsible for her work. 
Any student whose work is unsatisfactory 
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may have her privilege curtailed or with- 
drawn entirely. 

9. Any student is allowed to go to 
town every day during the week, provided 
she does not go both in the morning and 
afternoon of the same day. 

10. Callers will leave at 10 P. M. 

11. Students sign on leaving the cam- 
pus only on the following conditions: 

(a) When taking a meal off the campus. 

(b) When spending the day on Sunday. 

(c) When spending the week-end away 
from the College. 

12. There shall be no card playing on 
Sunday. 

VI. Class Privileges — Freshmen 

Freshmen may go to town one night a 
month in groups of four or under chap- 
eronage to the moving picture or to other 
approved entertainments. 

Sophomores 

1. A Sophomore may entertain visitors 
on Sunday, as well as on Saturday eve- 
nings, provided the Dean of Women is 
previously notified. 

2. A Sophomore may ride to and from 
town with approved friends, but not by 
special engagement. Rides other than 
those to or from town must be approved 
by the Dean of Women. 

3. A Sophomore may go to town two 
nights a month in groups of four or under 
chaperonage to the moving picture or to 
other approved entertainments. 
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4. A Sophomore may stroll on the cam- 
pus with a date until sunset. 

Juniors 

1. Juniors may take dinner in town — in 
approved eating places — once a month, in 
groups of four, unchaperoned, provided 
they are back at the College by 7:15 P. 
M., else it is counted as one of their nights 
in town. 

2. Two or more Juniors with approved 
escorts may take Sunday dinner (noon) 
at approved eating places. 

3. No class shifts or transportation 
cuts. 

4. Two Juniors with approved escorts 
may go for a ride Sunday afternoon, pro- 
vided they sign in the office of the Dean 
of Women. 

5. Juniors may go to town three times 
a month in groups of three to the moving 
pictures or other approved entertainments. 

6. Juniors may entertain dates on the 
campus when the weather permits until 
sunset. 

7. Juniors visiting in town on Sunday 
afternoon must be on the hill by 6 o’clock. 

8. Juniors shall always have Freshmen 
and Sophomore privileges. These privi- 
leges were requested with the understand- 
ing that they would be withdrwawn if 
abused. 

Seniors 

1. Three or more Seniors unescorted 
may take supper in town, by special per- 
mission, at approved eating places, pro- 
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vided they are at the College by 7:15 P. M. 
Otherwise, it will count as one of the 
times to town at night. 

2. Seniors are allowed to go to town 
four times a month at night in groups of 
three or more, unchaperoned, under the 
conditions that pertain to the Sophomores 
or conditions approved by the Dean of 
Women. 

3. Seniors visiting in town on Sunday 
afternoon may extend the visit until 10 
o’clock. 

4. A Senior may sit with her escort 
in the evening within the circle of the 
campus when the weather permits. 

5. Two or more Seniors may go di- 
rectly to Church with an approved escort 
on Sunday morning, either walking or 
riding, returning immediately after the 
services to the hill. 

6. No class shifts permitted and no 
transportation cuts allowed other than the 
one per quarter originally granted. 

7. Seniors shall have all Freshmen, 
Sophomore and Junior privileges. These 
privileges were requested with the under- 
standing that they would be withdrawn 
if abused. 

Interpretation of Campusing : 

(a) If either the Student Council or 
Joint Council shall campus a student, she 
shall automatically lose any office she may 
hold, also all privileges she has accorded 
her. (Not permitted to use the telephone.) 
She is permitted to attend classes, meals, 
Convocation, Chapel, Church and Sunday 
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School on Sunday morning (only), Lyceum 
numbers, and any other numbers at which 
the student body is required to be in at- 
tendance. 

(b) The Lifting of Campus. In the 
event of dental or medical emergencies 
on the advisement of the registered nurse 
or college physician, the campusing of a 
student may be temporarily lifted pro- 
vided the student is under the chaperon- 
age of the registered nurse, or her sub- 
stitute, (who shall be an official of the 
college) while off the campus. 

(c) Campus students are allowed to 
attend church Sunday morning, register- 
ing in the office of the Dean of Women 
at the time of departure and checking off 
on return, only a logical time being per- 
mitted for attendance at church. 

(d) The campusing of a student may 
also be lifted in case of emergency. 

(e) In the lifting of campusing, it shall 
lie with the group which has campused 
a student to determine this matter, and 
not with any one individual of either 
Student Council or Joint Council. 

(f) The parents of any student whose 
behavior has justified campusing will be 
notified of this fact together with the de- 
tails concerning the case. If council 
deems it advisable it may also write to 
the parents of any girl who has had to 
appear before council even though cam- 
pusing may not have been imposed. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE 

RULINGS 

1. Convocation and Chapel . Students 
are assigned regular seats for Chapel and 
Convocation by the Student Government 
Association. Every student shall be in 
attendance at these exercises and in her 
regular assembly seat unless excused by 
the Dean of Women. 

2. A student is not permitted to in- 
dulge in drinking or smoking while un- 
der the jurisdiction of the College. 

3. Electrical devices, such as chafing 
dishes, curling irons, etc., are not to be 
used in the rooms. Matches, sterno, and 
other inflammable articles may be used 
only in the “pressing room” provided for 
that purpose. 

4. A student is at all times under the 
jurisdiction of the College unless she has 
officially checked out for the day or the 
week-end, under approved conditions, in 
the office of the Dean of Women. Upon 
again entering the citv of Fredericksburg 
on her return she immediately and auto- 
matically comes under the jurisdiction of 
the College. 

POINT SYSTEM 

1. Offices held by students shall be 
valued by percentage. 

2. Any student who is nominated for 
a major office in anv of the classes or 
major activities in the College and al- 
lows her name to stand as a nominee is 
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ineligible for any other nomination to 
any other office until the election for this 
office is over. 

If a student does not wish her nomi- 
nation to hold she may withdraw her 
name as a nominee, providing she makes 
her withdrawal by submitting a written 
request to the Secretary of the class or 
organization not later than 6 hours after 
her nomination from the floor and pre- 
vious to its posting. The list will not be 
presented for approval until this time 
has expired. 

In case the 6 hours expires after 11 P. 
M. the hour for withdrawal will close at 
8 A. M. the following morning. 

3. A student making an average below 
C, or failing on more than 20 per cent of 
her work in the previous quarter shall 
be ineligible for participation in any 
major school activity for holding any 
office during the quarter succeeding. A 
major activity shall be defined as one 
pertaining to the whole student body, 
such as Student Government, Y. W. C. 
A., the Battlefield, the Bullet, and May 
Queen; in addition, departmental work, 
such as choral club, physical education 
and dramatic activities, shall also be re- 
garded as major school activities, or any 
other activity which will require so much 
preliminary practice as to transgress on 
proper academic preparation. A student 
may not remove an illegibility by merely 
making up a condition, unless such con- 
ditions be due to illness or enforced ab- 
sence from the College. 
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4. The academic status of every stu- 
dent holding office or taking part in a 
major school activity shall be ascertained 
from the Registrar’s Office by the Secre- 
tary of the organization and approved by 
the advisor of that organization before 
the nominee’s name shall be submitted 
for consideration. (b) As soon as the 
officers in an organization are elected, it 
shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
organization to furnish the properly at- 
tested list of all officers in the organiza- 
tion to the Registrar’s Office and notify 
the office of any change that may occur 
during the year. 

5. No student holding student aid posi- 
tions shall be permitted to carry an excess 
of sixteen class credits and hold offices 
to the amount of 100 points, except as 
noted in the catalog on page 43, note 2. 

6. For any student carrying more than 
sixteen credits of classvvork, each addi- 
tional credit above sixteen shall be rated 
at ten points. 

7. The system of rating shall be as 
follows :
